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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues "In contrast to the complex 
nature of the Huang system, which maintains all of the data in a single plan, the present system simply provides two plans. In order to 
resolve all conflicts and maintain data integrity, one plan is simply copied into the other plan intermittently so that, intermittently, both plans 
contain identical data. This ia a very simple and straight forward system, in direct contrast to the complex and cumbersome system set out 
in Huang et al. The simplicity arises, at least in substantial part, from the fact that there are two separate and distinct plans that operate 
separately, and the Examiner has not even asserted that any of the references teach or suggest such a system." Respectfully the 
Examiner disagrees. Applicant's Claim 1 has a first master plan (MP1 ) which includes actual sales orders and simulated sales orders and a 
second master plan (MP2) which contains actual sales orders, production scheduling and inventory ordering based on actual sales. MP2 is 
intermittently updated with new actual sales orders and updated production scheduling and inventory ordering based on the actual sales 
and the new sales orders and MP1 is intermittently updated from MP2. Huang's system is a Decision Support system which takes into 
account the view point of the particular user which to one of ordinary skill means that multiple plans can be viewed (presented) Column 1, 
lines 60-65. Huang in at least Fig. 13-15 and Column 2, lines 5-8 and lines 15-19 further discloses that the present invention allows the 
creation of an integrated production, sales and inventory (PSI) plan using various scenarios and based on current, past and projected future 
sales and inventory (Column 2, lines 20-24). Huang in at least Column 13, lines 15-26 further discloses that the planning process is a 
continuous effort to update the existing PSI plan to accommodate the changes in the requirements before and after a series of PSI planning 
meetings which integrate inputs from various sources, resolve possible conflicts and balance the concerns of different functions in order to 
reconcile, develop and approve a new set of feasible sales, production and inventory requirements (plan updating). Therefore, the claims 
are properly rejected . 
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
